Murder accused 
is back in court 

A PROVISIONAL trial date has been set for 
a man accused of murdering a mother and 
her son at their Stourbridge home. 

Aaron Barley is charged with the murder 
of Tracey Wilkinson, 50, and 13-year-old 
Pierce Wilkinson and is to face trial on Oc¬ 
tober 3, although the 23-year-old has not 
yet entered a plea. Mother and son were 
killed at their home in Greyhound Lane, 
Norton. Barley, who was remanded in cus¬ 
tody at Birmingham Crown Court on Mon¬ 
day, is also charged with the attempted 
murder of father Peter Wilkinson.

DUDLEY’S regeneration boss 
has said he is hopeful an eye¬ 
sore office block overlooking 
the town centre will be bull¬ 
dozed ‘as soon as possible’. 

Cavendish House has stood empty 
for years and an ambitious plan is in 
the pipeline to knock it down and re¬ 
place it with homes and shops. 

But more than a year after the plans were 
revealed it appears the demolition of Cavendish 
House could be a way off, with funding still 
needing to be secured. 

Twenty-five firefighters tackled a blaze at the 
empty building on Trindle Road in Dudley town 
centre on Saturday night. 

A West Midlands Fire Service spokesman 
said that crews from Dudley, Tipton, Brierley 
. Hill and Bilston were 




mobilised to the inci¬ 
dent in 39 seconds and 
quickly got the blaze 
under control. 

A West Midlands 
Police spokesman said 
officers were at the 
scene to assist with 
traffic and there was 
no evidence to suggest 
it was an arson attack. 
Councillor Khurshid 
Cavendish House Ahmed, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for regeneration 
and economic development at Dudley Council, 
said a meeting was planned with the owners 
of the multi-storey building, which overlooks 
Duncan Edwards Way heading into Dudley, 
with a view to moving the plans forward to re¬ 
vamp the prominent site. 

Various schemes involving Cavendish House 
have been put forward over the years without 
coming to fruition and there has long been frus¬ 
tration about the eyesore building remaining 
disused. 

Homes 


When the building is finally knocked down 
it is hoped the area will be redeveloped creat¬ 
ing homes, restaurants and shops, under plans 
put forward by property developer Avenbury 
Dudley. 

The company bought the site for £800,000 at 
a property auction in London in 2015. 

Councillor Ahmed said he was desperate to 
get this scheme moving. 

He said: “We are supporting and helping 
them to make an application to the Black 
Country Local Enterprise Partnership to get 
funding for the demolition of the building. We 
are actively supporting them to try and get the 
plans through. 

“It’s the gateway to Dudley and has being sit¬ 
ting there idle for far too long. We want to see 
it redeveloped as soon as possible. 

“We need a lot more homes.”

And it turns out the families were very impor¬ 
tant. For example, parts of the Crystal Pal¬ 
ace, in Hyde Park, were built by a family who 
lived in Studley Court, as it was known then. 

“If we go back into the 19th century, the 
chap who built the first railway to come to 
Stourbridge, a man called Rufford, lived 


there. It was a military hospital in the First 
World War too. 

“Interestingly, the gates of the park were 
designed by the same firm that designed the 
gates for Buckingham Palace, and of course, 
you can see the resemblance! 

“The book is full of these important stories 
revealing how significant the park was not 
just for local people but on a national level 
too.”

A FATAL house fire in Cradley 
Heath is not being treated as suspi¬ 
cious, police have confirmed. 

A woman in her 50s - named lo¬ 
cally only as Joanne - was found 
dead at the flat in New Pool Road on 
March 29. 

Emergency services attended the 
scene just after 9.30am but nothing 
could be done to save the woman, 
who lived alone at the flat. 

ON Monday a West Midlands Po¬ 
lice spokesman said the fire is being 
treated as ‘non-suspicious’. 

The victim is believed to have 


been discovered by a relative who 
then called emergency services to 
the scene. 

A burned-out mattress was on the 
front lawn of the property as fire in¬ 
vestigators combed the flat. 

A cat was found hiding in the 
kitchen and is now in the care of the 
RSPCA. 

Neighbours spoke of their shock 
at what had happened and described 
Joanne as being quiet but well-liked 
in the area. 

Sheila Smith, aged 74, who has 
lived in the flat above her for around 


five years, said: “I was about to go 
out to the doctor’s when her brother 
knocked the door and said she that 
was dead. 

“It’s such a shame, I knew her and 
she used to walk my dog for me. 

“I only saw her on Saturday in 
town. She was nice.” 

Neighbour Edna Slater, 74, broke 
down in tears as she laid flowers on 
the lawn in front of the property yes¬ 
terday. 

She said: “She was a lovely. She 
was very quiet and never bothered 
anybody. She loved cats.” 


Hate campaign 'classic 
case of domestic abuse'

POLICE have labelled the 
actions of a businessman 
who waged a hate campaign 
against his ex-partner as ‘a 
classic case of domestic 
abuse’. 

Robert McNaughton was jailed 
for five years for waging the cam¬ 
paign - which culminated in a 
petrol bomb being thrown at her 
car. 

He had denied being behind fake 
Facebook accounts, which were set 
up to troll hairdresser Sharon Mc¬ 
Cann during a six-month harassment 
campaign. 

However, police charged 51-year- 
old McNaughton, of Tenter Drive, 
Halesowen, with conspiracy to com¬ 
mit arson and harassment and he was 
found guilty after a trial at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. On Friday he 
was jailed for five years. 

Sergeant Chris Jones said: “Mc¬ 
Naughton was a successful local busi¬ 
ness man who could not handle being 
rejected and became hell bent on de¬ 
stroying his ex-partners life. 

“She was in total fear and we knew 
that we needed to stop the person re¬ 
sponsible. 

Control 

“This was a classic case of domes¬ 
tic abuse, he wanted to control his ex 
and used fear to do that. 

“Domestic abuse comes in many 
forms and if you are suffering phys¬ 
ical, sexual, psychological, emotional 
or financial abuse, or are being 
threatened or intimidated in your 
home by a current or previous part¬ 
ner or adult family member, you are 
a victim of domestic abuse. 

“You may be feeling frightened, 
isolated, ashamed and confused. 
Remember you are not to blame for 
what is happening. You are not alone, 
and above all you do not have to suf¬ 
fer in silence. Help is available. 

“We are pleased that the jury saw 
through his lies and that he has now 
been sent to jail. We hope that this 
offers some comfort to the victim and 
we commend her bravery for coming 


forward in what has been a long and 
successful investigation.” 

The court heard that McNaught- 
on’s ex-partner had rejected his at¬ 
tempts at a reconciliation but he was 
unable to accept this and launched a 
systematic hate campaign. 

Not long after they parted Mc¬ 
Naughton had been jailed for six 
months for contempt of court for ig¬ 
noring an order to move a huge pile 
of rubbish at the RDF site at Moor 
Street, Brierley Hill, which he was re¬ 
sponsible for as a company boss. 

During December 2014 and Febru¬ 


ary 2015 he bombarded Miss McCann 
with abusive Facebook messages, 
threatening to release intimate im¬ 
ages. The court heard that it had 
driven her to consider suicide. 

Attacks 

But he was not content with sim¬ 
ply terrorising her via social media. 
He hired two men, Matthew Barker 
and Joden Smith, to carry out attacks 
on her home in Hopwood Close, Hale¬ 
sowen, culminating in February 2015 
when her car was set on fire. 


Prior to the start of McNaught- 
on’s trial, Matthew Barker, aged 42 
from Leicester, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of conspiracy to commit crim¬ 
inal damage, while 20-year-old Joden 
Smith, also from Leicester, admitted 
the conspiracy to commit criminal 
damage and arson, recklessly endan¬ 
gering life. 

Barker was jailed for 43 months 
and Smith was sent to a young of¬ 
fenders’ institute for four years. 

The court heard that Miss McCann 
has since sold her Halesowen home 
and moved abroad. 


Shoplifter 
who defied 
ban gets 18 
months jail 

A PROLIFIC thief, who defied a court 
ban to go on a shoplifting spree in Dud¬ 
ley town centre, has been locked up for 
18 months. 

Gavin Garratt struck nine times in 
two months at Dudley stores from which 
he had been outlawed, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. The 29-year-old 
took food, cosmetics and even pens to 
fund his drug habit with the largest sin¬ 
gle haul being valued at £173, explained 
Mrs Sati Ruck, prosecuting. 

The one-man crime wave started on 
January 5 and continued until his arrest 
on March 1. It involved shops in and 
around Dudley High Street with most of 
the offences captured on CCTV. 

“He is the subject of a Criminal Anti 
Social Behaviour Order (Crasbo) pre¬ 
venting him visiting these shops but 
keeps going into them,” said the prose¬ 
cutor. 

Mr Glenn Cook, defending, said: “He 
is a drug addict who has been using 
Class A drugs for the past four years, 
during which time his offending has ac¬ 
celerated. This was a two-month crime 
spree.” 

Garratt from Jarvis Close, Brierley 
Hill, who had previous convictions for 
theft, pleaded guilty to nine thefts and 
nine breaches of the order. 

He was locked up for a total of 18 
months by Recorder Anthony Warner, 
who told him: “You have committed this 
type of offence many times before. Drugs 
cannot be regarded as an excuse for com¬ 
mitting crime. In fact, it can be regarded 
as an aggravating feature.” 

Appeal for action 
over ‘boy racers' 

CALLS have been made for action on 
‘boy racers’ causing a nuisance in an 
area of Halesowen. 

Long Lane at Shell Corner has been 
labelled a ‘racetrack’ by councillors. 

Car racers are believed to be driving 
up and down the road at speed late at 
night. 

Residents have flagged the issue to 
police and taken to Facebook to express 
their concern. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, who repre¬ 
sents Halesowen North ward, said: “It 
comes and goes in our area but over the 
last week or so it has started up again. 
About 18 months ago we had a similar 
problem then and the police were great 
in sorting it out. We hope that they will 
be able to do the same this time.” 

Apartments plan on 
pub outhouse site 

HOMES are set to be built next to a 
former pub in Cradley - on the site of a 
former outhouse. 

An application has been lodged with 
Dudley Council to convert the site at the 
Chainmaker on Colley Lane into three 
apartments. 
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Lord Cobham 
buys golf 
club near his 
stately home 

A NEW era for one of the area’s top 
golfing venue is swinging into action 
after its sale to a Midlands peer. 

Hagley Golf and Country Club has 
been bought by Lord Cobham, the 
owner of nearby Hagley Hall. 

The club, on the outskirts of 
Stourbridge, had been on sale for six 
months and a deal was done last week 
which will see Lord Cobham take the 
reins from the Garratt family, who 
have owned it since its inception in 
1980. 

It was put up for sale by the family 
following the death of the club’s prin¬ 
cipal shareholder Michael Garratt last 
year. 

The club was marketed for £2.25 
million and managing director Peter 
Garratt Johnson said the club has ‘got 
its asking price’ in what was ‘quite a 
complex deal’. 

He said he believes the new owner¬ 
ship will mean ‘business as usual’ for 
patrons and staff. 

Mr Garratt Johnson said: “This has 
been in process for six months. Lord 
Cobham is behind it and it’s going be 
very much business as usual - we’re 
pretty pleased with how everything 
has gone. That is why the Garratt 
family is selling to him. 

“He is going to very much keep it 
as it is with the same membership 
and business model. He spoke at the 
AGM and all the members were pretty 
pleased with what he said. He’s local 
and very much cares for Hagley. I’ve 
run it for 17 years and I’m going to go 
back to Australia now.” 


Doctor denying 
sexual assaults 

A DOCTOR has denied sexually as¬ 
saulting five patients while working 
at a surgery in Dudley during Janu¬ 
ary of last year. 

Dr Amirul Haque is alleged to have 
committed the offences at the practice 
between January 14 and January 22, 
2016. 

The 32-year-old, from Ladypool 
Road, Balsall Heath, Birmingham, 
pleaded not guilty to all five charges 
when he appeared at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court last Wednesday. 

He was remanded on bail after a 
start date for his trial at the same 
court was provisionally set for Febru¬ 
ary 8 next year. 

The charges relate to five counts of 
sexual assault committed against sep¬ 
arate patients.

Pressure mounts to save leisure centres 


DUDLEY Council is under pressure to scrap plans 
to close its three leisure centres with some council¬ 
lors saying they will not support the move. 

The authority wants to shut leisure centres in 
Dudley, Stourbridge and Halesowen and replace 
them with two newly-built facilities in Dudley and 
Lye. 

Almost 5,000 people are backing a petition against 
the proposal, which bosses say will save money. 

The plan has led to concerns about a reduction in 
leisure facilities and people in parts of the borough 
facing travelling greater distances, particularly as 
the new centres would probably be in Dudley town 
centre and Lye. 

Councillors are due to discuss the proposals next 


week in the face of a backlash from residents who 
want the three leisure centres to stay open. 

The controlling Labour group may have to rely on 
some Conservative councillors to support the plan 
if they want to get it approved, after UKIP group 
leader Councillor Paul Brothwood said he would not 
support it. Labour does not command a majority at 
the council house. 

Refurbishing 

Council bosses insist the plan is more cost effec¬ 
tive than refurbishing its existing sites, Dudley Lei¬ 
sure Centre, Crystal Leisure Centre in Stourbridge 
and Halesowen Leisure Centre. They also say the 
new centres would offer better, modern facilities. 


But it would mean one of the borough’s towns 
being left without a leisure centre. 

Councillor Brothwood said: “This is a red line for 
us. We must have at least three leisure centres given 
the size of our population. 

“We have seen the shocking statistics in how 
many unhealthy people we have in the borough and 
people need to have access to leisure centres. We are 
all for modernising but not at the expense of closing 
leisure centres.” 

Tracy Wood, a former councillor who is leading 
the campaign against closure said the council should 
listen to the hundreds opposed to closing the cen¬ 
tres. She added: “These centres are vital in our com¬ 
munities - especially Halesowen and Stourbridge.” 


Daughter's floral tribute 
to mother and brother 



A HEARTBROKEN daughter made an 
emotional return to her Stourbridge 
home to lay flowers in memory of her 
mother and younger brother, who were 
stabbed to death in an horrific incident 
last week. 

Student Lydia Wilkinson, aged 18, fought 
back the tears as she laid a pot of flowers 
outside her family home in Greyhound Lane, 
Norton, on Sunday. 

Her message said: “You are incredible. We love 
you more than words can ever describe and are so 
proud of you. I hope there’s a Chanel store up there 
for you mom.” 

She took her time to read the dozens of messages 
left by well-wishers outside the house. 

Just days before, while Lydia was studying at the 
University of Bristol, her mother, brother and fa¬ 
ther were attacked at their home. 

All three suffered serious stab wounds. Her 
mother Tracey, aged 50, was was pronounced dead 
at the scene while Pierce, her 13-year-old brother, 
a West Bromwich Albion fan, died later in hospital. 

Caring 

Lydia’s father, 47-year-old Peter Wilkinson, a 
managing director at Asset International in Bil- 
ston, was seriously injured with stab wounds to his 
back and chest. He is in a stable condition in hospi¬ 
tal and has been visited by his daughter. 

She was too upset to speak to the Press during 
the visit arranged through West Midlands Po¬ 
lice, but issued a statement paying tribute to her 
mother and her brother. 

She said: “Our family is devastated at the loss of 
Tracey and Pierce. They were extremely loved by 
all of their family and friends. 

“Pierce was a fun-loving, friendly and happy boy, 
who loved computer games and made everyone 
smile. Tracey was loving, caring and a wonderful 
mother and daughter, always putting others before 
herself.” 

Lydia was comforted by her boyfriend Will 
Thompson and his family, who also laid flowers at 
the scene, next to the scores of tributes left by dev¬ 
astated friends and neighbours. 

Aaron Barley, 23, has been charged with mur¬ 
der and attempted murder. It had been previously 
reported that Barley, of no fixed address, had been 
taken in by the W ilki nson family. Lydia strenu¬ 
ously denied this. She said: “The family did not 
provide refuge for homeless people and the suspect 
had never lived at the family home, but had been 
assisted by the family in the past 12 months.”

Potholes: How you stand legally if 
you need to go for compensation 


COUNCILS across the Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire are paying out tens of thousands of pounds 
in compensation as motorists pay the price for the 
region’s potholed roads. 

Andy Shaw, partner in the Personal Injury team 
at Higgs & Sons, sets out the legal position for mo¬ 
torists. 

Under Section 41 of the Highways Act 1980 the 
authority has a duty to maintain the highway. In 
considering whether the Highways Authority has 
breached its duty, the courts will consider 

a) The character of the highway, and the traffic 
which would reasonably be expected to use it 

b) The standard of maintenance appropriate, 
taking into consideration the type of traffic which 
might use it 


c) The state of repair in which a reasonable per¬ 
son would expect to find the highway 

d) Whether the highway authority knew or could 
reasonably have known that the condition of the 
part of the highway was dangerous 

To succeed in a claim for damages for repairs 
costs or personal injury, a person must prove the 
highway was in such a condition that it was danger¬ 
ous to traffic or pedestrians, that the condition was 
created by the failure to maintain the highway and 
the injury or damage resulted from such a failure. 
Whether a pothole is dangerous is open to judicial 
interpretation. The court will consider the size of 
the defect and where it was located. 

If the claimant is able to prove that the pothole 
was dangerous, the burden falls on the defendant 


to prove that they have a defence under Section 58 
Highways Act 1980. 

If the local authority can prove that they had a 
reasonable system of inspection and maintenance, 
they will establish a defence and any claim for dam¬ 
age or personal injury will fail. 

Claims for damage are not straightforward and 
can be difficult to win, particularly if the Local Au¬ 
thority have an adequate inspection and mainte¬ 
nance policy. The burden is on the person making 
the claim to prove their case. 

Anyone wishing to take action should get evidence 
- photographs ideally taken with a ruler showing 
the size and nature of the pothole are essential. Re¬ 
port the pothole. A failure by the local authority to 
repair the defect promptly may help your case.

WITH increasing anger over 
the state of our roads and 
councils spending tens of 
thousands in compensation 
to drivers, we asked read¬ 
ers to highlight some of the 
worst potholes in our region. 

And we have been overwhelmed 
by the response with some shock¬ 
ing pictures arriving of small cra¬ 
ters in our road network. 

A damning report last week re¬ 
vealed that some £1.25 billion is 
needed to get roads in the West Mid¬ 
lands back into a reasonable condition 
with one in six needing to be repaired 
or even facing closure within the next 
five years. The Annual Local Author-

ity Road Maintenance survey blamed 
an ageing network, decades of under- 
funding, increased traffic and wetter 
winters for the problems. 

The Chronicle also revealed last 
week that some £270,000 has been 
paid out in compensation to drivers 
over the last four years by Stafford¬ 
shire County Council alone. 

Given the reports we have received 
from readers across the whole of 
Staffordshire and the Black Country, 
our crumbling roads are peppered 


with potholes. Nick Hodkinson sent 
pictures from a stretch of the A491 
which he said was badly damaged 
‘along its whole length between the 
Wall Heath island through Kingswin¬ 
ford, where it is particularly bad, then 
out into Wordsley and Amblecote.’ 

Mark Keegan highlighted potholes 
in Station Road, Common Road and 
Giggety Lane in Wombourne. He said: 
“The ones with the drains are quite 
dangerous for cyclists.” 

Andrew Duffy sent in a picture of 
a wide pothole in Wergs Hall Road in 
Wolverhampton and even dropped a 
newspaper in to illustrate the size. 

Another crater was sent to us on 
Twitter showing a pothole in Carl¬ 
isle Road on the Longford Estate in 
Cannock. While reader Tracy Taylor 


flagged up problems in Broad Lane, 
Bloxwich. 

Neil Sheldon, of Halesowen, con¬ 
tacted us to say: “In my job as a 
Trainer Assessor I now travel all over 
the West Midlands and I can testify 
that I have never seen the road net¬ 
work in such a bad condition.” 

The Chronicle wants to identify 
the top 10 pothole blackspots in the 
region to flag up to our councils and 
we need your help. If you know of any 
pothole-ridden routes or deep holes 
please let us know.

Teen thug 
stabbed his 
pregnant 
girlfriend 

A TEENAGER who stabbed his preg¬ 
nant girlfriend up to nine times in a 
frenzied attack has been sentenced to 
four years’ detention. 

The 17-year-old knifed the girl re¬ 
peatedly in Dudley after punching her 
twice in the face. The victim staggered 
down two flights of stairs to try to find 
help, leaving a large trail of blood. She 
thought she was going to die, a judge 
was told. 

She went on to lose her baby, 
though the court was told there was 
no medical evidence linking that to 
the stabbing - but Judge Michael 
Challinor said such a severe attack 
would not have helped. 

The boy, who cannot be named 
because of his age, was sentenced at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on Fri¬ 
day after admitting causing grievous 
bodily harm with intent. 

The stabbing was the culmination 
of a violent on-off relationship, in 
which the girl had previously been 
punched and kicked by the youth. 

The victim suffered stab wounds 
to her chest, abdomen and arm and 
spent four days in hospital. 

Mr John Evans, defending: “What 
he did was undoubtedly a product of 
an horrific childhood in care which 
left him craving affection.” 

Judge Challinor said the boy, who 
had moved around the care system 
since the age of five, needed to be ‘con¬ 
fined for a period of time’ to mature. 
He said: “The injuries were so serious 
her life was in danger. This attack will 
undoubtedly continue to echo through 
for the rest of her life.” 

Starter homes 
get green light 

DUDLEY Council has been given the 
green light to build 79 starter homes 
on the former sites of community cen¬ 
tres and a care home. 

The homes, to be built on the for¬ 
mer sites of the Mere Centre in Stour¬ 
bridge, Turner House at Wrens Nest, 
Dudley, and St Thomas Network in 
Dudley, and Amblecote House care 
home, will be aimed at first-time buy¬ 
ers to help them get on the property 
ladder. 

The authority was granted £625,000 
in funding under the Government’s 
Starter Homes scheme which will see 
the land regenerated. The buildings 
have already been demolished. 

It is hoped work on the homes will 
begin by the end of the year after the 
plan was approved by council plan¬ 
ning officers. 

Off-road motorbikers 
are warned by police 

EIGHT people have been issued warn¬ 
ings for riding off-road motorbikes in 
the Stourton area, near Stourbridge. 
The riders were warned over ‘riding 
in an anti-social manner’. Kinver Po¬ 
lice tweeted: “If they are caught doing 
so again their bikes will be seized.”

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Nearly 100 
homes are 
proposed for 
industry site 

PART of a disused industrial estate 
in Stourbridge is set to make way for 
nearly 100 homes. 

Apartments would be created on 
former Jubilee Works and the Wil¬ 
liam Foxall site in a bid to ‘upgrade 
the area’. 

The site in Balds Lane, Lye, could 
see up to 51 houses and 39 apartments 
developed with parking. It comes as 
businesses on the site are to relocate, 
leaving the three-acre plot empty. 

There is proposed to be 22 semi-de¬ 
tached and 29 terraced houses along¬ 
side 39 apartments in three separate 
three-storey buildings. 

Planning documents, put forward 
by RDI Developments, say: “The 
scheme applies the principles of good 
urban design and would make a pos¬ 
itive contribution to character and 
appearance of the area, with no unac¬ 
ceptable adverse impact on residential 
amenity. 

“Each of the proposed dwellings is 
served by a private garden. It would 
provide a high quality residential de¬ 
velopment upgrading the area... that 
will benefit the community from a so¬ 
cial and economic standpoint.” 

However, Councillor Richard 
Body, who represents Cradley and 
Wollescote ward, said that traffic 
problems would need to be assessed 
before the plans were approved. 

Traffic-based objections were put 
forward by residents and nearby busi¬ 
nesses, describing Balds Lane as ‘a rat 
run’ where speeding took place. 

A decision will be made by planning 
bosses in the coming weeks. 


First business in 
enterprise zone 

THE first business has signed up to 
join a new multi-million enterprise 
zone in Brierley Hill. 

Insurance Protector Group has 
agreed to became part of the DY5 
zone, the first arrival since the en¬ 
terprise zone at The Waterfront was 
given the go-ahead by Government. 

The business and enterprise zone is 
expected to bring 7,000 jobs and it is 
hoped many other businesses will fol¬ 
low and take advantage of tax breaks 
that the zone offers. 

Alan Lunt, strategic director for 
regeneration at Dudley Council said: 
“It will provide fantastic opportuni¬ 
ties for businesses, big and small, to 
expand as they benefit from reduced 
business rates or tax breaks for pur¬ 
chasing machinery.”

Bosses told to shell out after snail row 


SNAILS are at the centre of a bizarre row between 
shopping centre bosses and Dudley Council. 

Owners of the Trident Centre in Dudley town 
centgr have been accused of using snail farming to 
avoid paying business rates on one of its units. 

Some firms are eligible for tax exemptions if 
buildings are being used for agricultural purposes. 

After investigating, local authority chiefs were 
not happy where the trail led them and took owners 
of the High Street complex, Atlantis Holdings, to 
court. 

Magistrates ruled in favour of the authority but 
Atlantis deny any wrongdoing. 

John Sykes, chairman of Atlantis, said a tenant 
was using part of the sixth floor of the centre to 


breed snails and the firm would be fighting the rul¬ 
ing. He insisted that Atlantis had shelled out tens 
of thousands of pounds in business rates and would 
never try to avoid paying tax owed. 

He said: “We have never tried to and never would 
avoid business rates. This is an ongoing legal matter 
and another example of the council trying to muddy 
the water. It is a travesty.” 

The total amount currently owed to the council in 
relation to the unit is £11,496.83. This is made up 
of unpaid business rates and court costs and relates 
to a period between June 2015 and March this year. 

The council’s chief executive Sarah Norman said: 
“Atlantis Holdings were seeking to avoid payment 
of business rates on a building owned by them, by 


representing to the council that a tenant company 
was in occupation. 

“That tenant company was allegedly breeding 
snails in the building. This was not accepted by the 
council and in a court case against Atlantis before 
Dudley Magistrates in February 2017, a liability 
order was granted in the council’s favour. 

“Since then we have expressed our willingness to 
work with Atlantis and its regeneration proposals. 
However, Dudley Council has a duty to collect busi¬ 
ness rates from local businesses.” 

It comes after Trident Centre bosses revealed 
they were pulling the plug on proposed redevelop¬ 
ment of the centre over what they called a lack of 
dialogue with the council. 


Well, that's a fine film 
to get yourself into! 

PEOPLE in the Black Country have an 
opportunity to star in a movie about 
vintage comedy double act Laurel and 
Hardy, alongside modern day stars 
Steve Coogan and John C Reilly. 

The feature film focusing on the iconic two¬ 
some’s final tour, which brought the comedy 
legends to the Black Country, is to be partly 
shot in Dudley. 

Alan Partridge star Coogan will play Lanca¬ 
shire-born Stan Laurel and American actor Reilly, 
who starred in Chicago and more recently in Kong: 

Skull Island, will appear as Oliver Hardy in Stan 
and Ollie, which is being made by the BBC. 

Details of the filming in Dudley are being kept 
under wraps but it is possible the decision to come 
to the town could be linked to the famous Hippo¬ 
drome theatre, where the duo appeared in 1947 
and again in 1952 - staying across the road at the 
Station Hotel. 

The theatre on Castle Hill, which was later 
turned into a bingo hall then left unused, is cur¬ 
rently the subject of a fundraising campaign to re¬ 
furbish and reopen it as a venue again - to be called 
the Black Country Hippodrome - after being saved 
from demolition. 

Stan and Ollie has been written by Jeff Pope, 
who worked with Coogan on the Oscar-nominated 
Philomena, and chronicles the duo’s final British 
tour, during which Hardy suffered a heart attack. 

Laurel and Hardy burst onto the Hollywood 
scene in the 1920s, appearing in more than 100 
films together, becoming screen icons known and 
loved across the world. They performed together 
for more than 30 years. 

Stage 

Filming will also take place in Birmingham, 
where the duo also appeared on stage, and in Bris¬ 
tol. 

An advert posted on castingcoillective.co.uk 
said: “Men and women of all ages for filming in 
Birmingham and Dudley for a major feature film 
about Laurel and Hardy set in the 1950s. You must 
be over 16, legally allowed to work in the UK with 
National Insurance number. Good rates of pay.” 

The comedy duo appeared in the pages of the Ex¬ 
press & Star following their appearance at Dudley 
Hippodrome in 1947, in which they were said to 
have ‘rocked the packed house’. 

Meanwhile, Steve Coogan is about to be reunited 
with fellow comic Rob Bryden for the latest series 
of their award-winning comedy/travel series The 
Trip. Being shown on Sky Atlantic, it will see the 
pair eat and bicker their way across Spain. Steve Coogan, TV’s Alan Partridge, to play Stan Laurel Landmark being renamed Black Country Hippodrome

Bingo! I 
made grade 
by ticking 
right box 


MANY years ago (all right, I confess, it 
was the early 1970s) I found myself facing 
a daunting challenge - trying to scrape a 
French O-level with only a rudimentary 
grasp of the language. 

I’d done all right in class, with the help 
of the school’s state-of-the-art language 
lab, a number of “personal” booths com¬ 
plete with tape recorders, allowing pupils 
to work at their own pace. 

The exam itself, however, was a dif¬ 
ferent matter. How would I be able to 
remember all those male/female nouns, 
verbs and accents? But wait, help was 
at hand in the shape of a series of mul¬ 
tiple-choice questions, or “bingo papers” 
as they were known among us pupils. 

I’ll come to how I fared in a moment, 
but first let me explain how I came to re¬ 
call that experience of pinning my hopes 
on ticking enough correct boxes in order 
to gain an educational qualification. 

Just recently, I was filling in an appli¬ 
cation form online, only to find that I was 
prevented from clicking through to the 
next page by an ominous message telling 
me that my attempts so far were invalid, 
or words to that effect. 

Luckily, I noticed on scrolling to the 
top of the page that another message in¬ 
formed me the passwords I had entered 
were wrong, so I checked them carefully, 
only to find I had typed them exactly as I 
had written them down. 

After several minutes of re-entering 
these infuriating codes, I was on the 
verge of giving up and going back to the 
tried and tested method of pen and pa¬ 
per, when I had a brainwave: check that 
I’d written the passwords down correctly. 
Doh! I’d written down one bit wrong. 

I was able to sail through the rest of the 
application process. All this started me 
thinking: have we become so reliant on 
ticking boxes online that we’ve lost our 
powers of logic? So many websites these 
days seem at least half-a-dozen clicks of 
the mouse ahead of the user. Type in your 
postcode and you’ll be offered a list of 
the houses in your street. 

And if you’ve used that website previ¬ 
ously, it can be most alarming when, on 
being asked for your email address, you 
only have to offer up the first letter and 
the site will do the rest. 

Then there’s the conundrum of having 
to distinguish the letter O from the fig¬ 
ure zero when asked to type in a secu¬ 
rity code, not forgetting the crazy notion 
that we automatically know whether to 
put spaces in, say, a phone number or 
16-digit bank card number - and only af¬ 
ter we’ve navigated the “Would you care 
to take our survey?” page. 

I’ve decided we’re just not up to any of 
this yet, especially as coming up with a 
“strong” password with a specified num¬ 
ber of symbols, characters, both upper 
and lower case, and numerals can often 
take so long. As for the French O-level, I 
got a (very low-grade) pass. Bingo!

Standards improve 
at home for elderly 

A CARE home, which was previously told by a health 
watchdog that it needed to improve, has been rated good 
after bringing in new management. 

Greenleigh Care Home, on Wolverhampton Road, 
Sedgley, looks after older people, including those with 
dementia and is registered to provide accommodation 
and personal care for up to 35 people. 

It was previously rated as ‘requires improvement’ by 
the Care Quality Commission (CQC), due to concerns 
that residents were not consistently safe and weren’t al¬ 
ways receiving medication as prescribed. 

Inspectors have returned and given the home a ‘good’ 
rating across the board, stating: “People felt safe and 
were confident that staff knew how to support them 
safely. Staffing levels were based on the dependency 
levels of the people living in the home. People were sup¬ 
ported to safely take their medication.” 

The new report continued: “People described staff as 
kind and caring. People were supported to make their 
own decisions on a daily basis and were treated with dig¬ 
nity and respect.” 
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Father is 
jailed after 
driving a 
stolen Audi 


A FATHER has been sentenced to 14 months 
in jail after he was caught wiping down a car 
stolen following a burglary. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard how Brett 
Spittle, aged 32, of Orchard Street, Pensnett, had a 
history of drug addiction and was paid around £50 
to drive a stolen Audi A3 from ‘point A to point B’ 
following a burglary at a Wordsley home. 


He was sentenced after 
pleading guilty to handling 
stolen goods, driving whilst 
disqualified and driving 
without insurance. 

Prosecutor Edward 
Soulsby said the burglary 
took place overnight on De¬ 
cember 16 and 17 in Kinver 
Street, Wordsley, with valu¬ 
able items taken and a key 
to an Audi A3. 

He said: “Two days later, 
at around 3.20am on De¬ 
cember 19, the owner of the 
car heard a noise and saw 
the car being driven away. 
She puts this incident on 
social media, and at 11am a 
friend saw that vehicle. 

Gloves 

“They saw it being parked 
up, the driver getting out, 
and wiping the steering 
wheel clean and the door 
handle clean with plastic 
gloves.” 

The police were called and 
identified it as the stolen ve¬ 
hicle from a spare key. An 
area search was conducted 
and Spittle was found with 
a group in a Hyundai car. 

During his questioning 
the Hyundai pulled away 
and the stolen key of the 
Audi A3 fell from the rear 
wheel where it had been 
hidden by the defendant.

Spittle had been on li¬ 
cence and disqualified from 
driving. 

Representing Spittle, Mr 
Gurdeep Garcha said: “He 
became a father in Decem¬ 
ber. He now realises that it 
is a significant punishment 
to not only him but to both 
his partner and his son. 

“He has struggled with 
his drug addiction for many 
years. He was approached 
by those who stole this vehi¬ 
cle to move it from point A 
to point B who said he would 
be paid a small amount. To 
get around £50 to source 
some heroin.” 

Recorder Ben Mills sen¬ 
tenced Spittle to 14 months 
imprisonment for handling 
stolen goods. He will serve 
at least half in jail before 
being released on licence. 

He will be disqualified 
from driving for 25 months 
and must pass an extended 
re-test before he can drive 
again. No separate penalty 
was made for driving with¬ 
out insurance but his licence 
was endorsed. 

Recorder Mills told him: 
“You are a new father. It’s 
not just you that you have 
got to think about.”

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14 Record low for 
teen pregnancies 

TEENAGE pregnancies in the West Mid¬ 
lands have fallen to their lowest rate since 
records began. 

Figures from the Office for National Sta¬ 
tistics have revealed that with 23.7 concep¬ 
tions for every 1,000 girls aged between 15 
and 17, teenage pregnancies in the country 
are at their lowest levels since data was first 
gathered back in 1969. 

Comparing the number of teenagers fall¬ 
ing pregnant in the West Midlands from 
2015 to 2014, there was an 11 per cent drop 
from 26.5 per 1,000 aed 15 to 17. 

Furthermore it was down 54 per cent 
compared to the number of adolescents get¬ 
ting pregnant according to figures in 1998 
when it was 51.7 per 1,000 aged 15 to 17. 

Despite this, the number of teenagers fall¬ 
ing pregnant in the West Midlands is still 17 
per cent higher than in the East Midlands. 


Anti-social behaviour leads to 
more complaints in borough 


ANTI-SOCIAL behaviour rose across 
Dudley borough last year, with hun¬ 
dreds of complaints over noise, row¬ 
dy youths and nuisance vehicles. 

More than 2,000 incidents were reported 
across the borough between April and De¬ 
cember last year. 

The figures were revealed in a Dudley Council 
review of anti-social behaviour services. 

More than 200 extra incidents of anti-social 
behaviour were reported both in the first quarter 
of the year, between April and June 2016, and 
the second quarter between July and Septem¬ 
ber 2016, when compared to the same months 


during the previous year. In total, between April 
and December 2016, there was a total of 2,201 
incidents of anti-social behaviour reported to the 
council’s dedicated response team. 

Between April and June 2015 there were 605 
reports of antisocial behaviour, compared to 
821 in April and June 2016. While between July 
and September 2016, there were 856 antisocial 
behaviour cases, up from 615 in July and Sep¬ 
tember 2015. 

Action 

The report also detailed the action taken 
against the culprits with warning letters issued 
in 219 cases, and 133 referred to agencies such 


as the police between April 2016 and February 
this year. 

Four became subject to covert surveillance in 
a bid to tackle the problems, but only one in¬ 
cident of nuisance behaviour saw an eviction 
notice obtained. 

Examples of anti-social activity reported 
to Dudley Council included noise and vehicle 
nuisance, drug issues, rowdy behaviour, intim¬ 
idation, harassment and the threat or use of vio¬ 
lence, criminal damage, vandalism and littering. 

The report presented to Dudley Council’s 
overview and scrutiny management board last 
week also noted how new powers introduced 
with the Crime & Policing Act 2014, had helped 
to tackle anti-social behaviour.

Jack’s back in third novel

AN AUTHOR has had the latest book in his 
trilogy of historical novels set in the Black 
Country published. 

Robert Aston, from Coseley, has penned 
the latest instalment of his medieval adven¬ 
tures, called Jack O’War, centred an archer 
at Dudley Castle.

His mother died when Mr Aston was six- 
years-old and his father went to Australia, 
leaving Mr Aston under the care of his 
grandmother in Dudley. 

He started work on the latest Jack 
O’Dudley book in 2014 and it completes 
the trilogy after Jack O’Beans and Jack 
O’Knaves. 

The books have all been inspired by the 
history of Dudley and and take place pri¬ 
marily in the town, its castle and priory. 

Dudley Library also played a significant 
part in the development of the books by Mr 
Aston. 

He added: “I did a creative writing course 
there when I retired in 2003, which is when 
the Jack character was developed.” 


£lOm investment as 
engineers race ahead 

STUDENTS are enjoying life in the fast lane thanks to a 
£10 million investment in engineering. 

A new engineering school has been unveiled at the Uni¬ 
versity of Wolverhampton’s Telford Innovation Campus, 
where the ribbon was also cut to launch its new racing car 
to take part in this year’s F3 season. 

The newly refurbished building was opened by the Chan¬ 
cellor of the university, Lord Paul Swraj, founder of the 
Caparo Group, following a manufacturing and engineering 
conference. 

Speaking at the ceremony, Punjab-born Chancellor Lord 
Paul of Marylebone, said: “ When I came to this country in 
the 1960s and started work, British manufacturing was 40 
per cent of the total growth. It is now less than 10 per cent. 
So it gives me great pleasure to see this establishment of 
engineering and knowing that the team behind it are so 
enthusiastic.” 


Cash could go 
up in smoke 

RESIDENTS and busi¬ 
nesses using unauthorised 
fuel could face fines of up 
to £1,000. Dudley Council 
is proposing to introduce a 
borough-wide smoke control 
order to tackle pollution. 

The new order will make 
it an offence to emit smoke 
from the chimney of any 
home or business, unless 
residents can prove they 
are using authorised envi¬ 
ronment-friendly fuels. The 
order will also make it an 
offence to sell unauthorised 
fuel but there are some ex¬ 
emptions. 
























More pressure 
on hospital A&E 

AN EXTRA 2,500 ambulances arrived at 
Dudley’s main hospital last year, piling 
pressure on staff. 

Figures showed the amount of ambu¬ 
lances bringing patients to Russells Hall 
rose every month between May 2016 and 
January 2017 compared to the same period 
12 months earlier. 

During that period, the hospital had to 
deal with an extra 2,588 ambulances - more 
than 200 a month on average. 

The Dudley hospital experienced one of 
its busiest ever winters, which saw bosses 
forced to warn people only to attend if they 
had a serious condition. 

The huge ambulance numbers are the 
latest indicator of severe pressure the unit 
has been under. The number of ambulances 
arriving at the hospital peaked in December 
with a total of 3,668 pulling up at A&E. 

Data also showed hundreds of patients 
were readmitted within 28 days of leaving 
hospital.

SCORES of proud former 
soldiers will reaffirm their 
freedom of Kidderminster by 
marching through the town 
next month - possibly for the 
last time. 

The parade will also mark the 
50th anniversary of the formation 
of 1st Battalion Mercian Volun¬ 
teers and the disbandment of the 
7th Battalion Worcestershire Reg¬ 
iment.

The Regimental Association, which 
also has members from the Black 
Country and South Staffordshire, 
will be joined by serving members of 
the armed forces, cadets and the Ten- 
bury Wells Town band on the parade 
through the town on April 22. They 
will fall in at Batemans Yard car park 
at 11.30am and march at noon with 
the Drumhead ceremony and beating 
the retreat scheduled at 1.30pm.

A COLLECTION of 52 pho¬ 
tographs taken in the Black 
Country over a 30 year period 
is being displayed at Dudley’s 
Himley Hall. 

The pictures are by profession¬ 
al news photographer Phil Loach 
and they represent a wide range 
of events and incidents. 

But all of them display a distinctive 
sense of place and purpose which is pe¬ 
culiar to the Black Country. 

Shoppers in a blizzard, fish and chip 
diners and kids making a playground 
out of a building site are among the 
subjects which have attracted Phil’s 
attention - along with visits by celeb¬ 
rities and ordinary people appearing in 
extraordinary situations. 

Other pictures reveal dramatic 
changes that have taken place in the 
Black Country landscape allied to the 
huge decline in industry. 

Studied

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Museum will journey 
into the dinosaur age 


A WALKWAY taking visitors on a 
journey through Dudley’s history 
back to earliest geological times is 
being created at the town’s archives 
centre. 

The building, off Tipton Road, has 
undergone extensive building work 
to accommodate the items and art¬ 
work previously displayed at Dud¬ 
ley Museum and Art Gallery in St 
James’s Road. 

The museum and gallery closed in 
December as part of council cost-cut- 
ting moves. 

Now building work has finished 
on converting part of the archives 
centre into a museum display space. 

Cabinets and shelves are being put 
into place before items are brought 
out of storage to be put on show once 
again. 

Ambitious 

One of the most exciting aspects of 
the ambitious plans is the addition 
of an animatronic dinosaur. 

A large plinth has already been 
created to enable this Jurassic addi¬ 
tion to take centre stage, ready for 
when this new public area opens in 
September. 

The project is being overseen by 
Jane Lamine, business operations 
manager at Dudley Council. She 


said: “It’s very exciting. There’s 
going to be a big animatronic dino¬ 
saur and a diorama about what it 
was like back then. 

“We will also display some of the 
Dudley Castle finds from the archae¬ 
ological dig. They have been on dis¬ 
play previously but only a very small 
selection. We will be able to display 
pieces people have never seen be¬ 
fore.” 

The new display space will mean 
many of the borough’s treasures 
being taken out of storage and put 
on public view for the first time, 
from fossils to many fine examples 
of local glasswork. 

The collections will span the ages 
from pre-history, through Roman 
and medieval times to the Industrial 
Revolution. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cab¬ 
inet member responsible for tour¬ 
ism, said: “It’s going to be a new 
museum, fit for the future.” 

Alan Lunt, a strategic director fat 
Dudley Council, added: “The new 
museum is already shaping up to 
be a real success story. The building 
work on the galleries is now com¬ 
plete and we are working on the 
security and layout before we bring 
the collections in. I’m sure people 
will love their new museum.”

Donations needed 
for SVR’s scheme 
to train engineers 

RAILWAY enthusiasts are being urged to make dona¬ 
tions to a heritage steam line before the deadline for a 
match-finding offer runs out. 

The Severn Valley Railway Charitable Trust set up a 
Jtlmillion endowment Future Fund appeal to raise cash 
for its work in keeping the 16-mile line, which runs from 
Bridgnorth to Kidderminster, maintained and on track. 

The project has so far raised £450,000 in donations but 
the time for giving is running out, with the match-fund¬ 
ing offer from the Heritage Lottery Fund due to expire 
in June. 

Trust bosses say they are determined to secure the 
final £50,000 before the offer ends with a final push on 
fundraising. 

Two years ago the trust marked 50 years since a group 
of young railway enthusiasts met in a Kidderminster pub 
and decided to reopen the line, which was closed in 1963. 

Volunteers 

The railway has been run by volunteers ever since 
and now they are teaching a new generation the skills 
to keep the line’s historic locomotives in good working 
order. 

The trust, which welcomes 250,000 visitors a year, is 
pushing an ambitious apprenticeship agenda to become 
a centre of excellence for heritage rail. 

The Heritage Lottery Fund(HLF) has agreed to match, 
pound-for-pound, all donations up to £500,000, allowing 
a final total of £lmillion.

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Brave war 
hero to be 
honoured 
at the park 

A WAR hero will be honoured at a special 
ceremony exactly 100 years to the day his 
actions saw him awarded the Victoria Cross. 

Black Country-born Lance Corporal Thomas Bry¬ 
an bravely headed towards enemy machine gunfire, 
which had stalled the progress of his battalion. 

L/Cpl Bryan survived the First World War and was 
awarded the military honour by King George V in front 
of a crowd of 40,000 people 


at St James’ Park football 
ground in Newcastle. 

A memorial plaque paying 
tribute to the solider will 
now be unveiled at Mary 
Stevens Park in Stourbridge 
to mark 100 years since his 
brave actions. 

Mayor of Dudley, Coun¬ 
cillor Mohmmed Hanif, 
Deputy Lord Lieutenant 
of Worcestershire Richard 
Lockett, High Sheriff Dr 
Keith Bradshaw, Victoria 
Cross recipient Lance Ser¬ 
geant Johnson Beharry, and 
family members of L/Cpl 
Bryan are due to attend the 
service on Sunday. 

L/Cpl Bryan, who was 
born in Lye in 1882, was 
sent to the Western Front 
with the 25th Battalion, 
Northumberland Fusiliers, 
which took place in Decem¬ 
ber 1915. 

Sniper 

On the first day of the 
Battle of Arras, April 9, 
1917, the Fusiliers began to 
advance. But they were held 
up by a German machine 
gun, which halted all move¬ 
ment. L/Cpl Bryan set out to 
find it along with colleague 
Captain Huntley. 

However, the captain was 
killed by a sniper. L/Cpl 
Bryan bravely took the deci¬ 
sion to go on alone. He was 
also shot but still continued 
undeterred. 

In an interview with the 
St George’s Gazette in 1917, 
he said: “Creeping over the 
top, I went from shell-hole 
to shell-hole. While making 
my way along, I was spotted 
by one of the enemy, who, 
letting drive, caught me in 
the right arm.

“Following this bit of hard 
luck, I decided to try a bit of 
rapid fire on the place where 
I thought the machine gun 
was placed. And, on this 
being carried out, the gun 
which had been spitting 
forth its fire of death barked 
no more.” 

The official citation for his 
Victoria Cross stated: “For 
most conspicuous bravery 
during an attack. Although 
wounded, this Non-com¬ 
missioned Officer went 
forward alone, with a view 
to silencing a machine gun 
which was inflicting much 
damage. As this machine 
gun had been a serious ob¬ 
stacle in the advance to the 
second objective, the results 
obtained by Lance Corporal 
Bryan’s gallant action were 
very far-reaching.” 

L/Cpl Bryan’s memo¬ 
rial will be the second of 
three to be installed across 
the borough, joining Sec¬ 
ond Lieutenant Baxter’s 
memorial also located in 
Mary Steven’s Park. The 
third memorial, to Private 
Thomas Barratt of Coseley, 
will be marked on July 27.

Deal likely on sports 
ground price hike 

A CRICKET club chairman has said he is hopeful of 
reaching an agreement with council bosses over a pro¬ 
posed rent increase, which he claimed could close the 
club. 

Dudley Council wants raise the rent on the ground 
shared by Lye’s football and cricket clubs by around 500 
per cent but is now speaking to both clubs about a pos¬ 
sible compromise. 

Dave Borley, chairman of Lye Cricket Club, which has 
played at The Sports Ground since its formation in 1858, 
said it would struggle to survive if forced to pay the in¬ 
creased amount. He said the club had been asked to pres¬ 
ent details on how much rent other cricket clubs pay. 

He said: “We think we should be paying around a third 
what we were originally quoted. We are more than happy 
to go forward with what we think is a fair rateable value 
but not something that will probably put us out of ex¬ 
istence.”

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Crititism on 
suggestion | 
of civilian r/J 
police boss 

THE region’s highest ranking police officer 
has hit out at suggestions civilians could be 
allowed to become chief constables in a ma¬ 
jor shake-up of policing. 

A report in a national newspaper said business 
leaders, army veterans and senior civil servants 
could be invited to become chief constables, under 
Government plans. 


Forces are currently run 
by police officers who have 
risen through the ranks. 

The chief constable at 
West Midlands Police, Dave 
Thompson, said the radical 
change would be ‘unthink¬ 
able’. 

He questioned whether 
outsiders would have 
enough knowledge and ex¬ 
perience for the role. 

He also referred to the re¬ 
cent terror attack in West¬ 
minster and subsequent 
police raids in Birmingham 
and stressed experience of 
policing was vital. 

Shortage 

It has been suggested that 
letting people in with no 
prior background in policing 
could boost talent and expe¬ 
rience of chief constables. 

Chief Constable Thomp¬ 
son said via Twitter: “After 
the last few days one would 
think this unthinkable. An¬ 
yway, I fancy being an admi¬ 
ral, are we doing that too? 
Surely the same issue?! 

“There is a shortage of 
senior post applicants and 
a consultation needs to ad¬ 
dress this. Overseas chiefs 
can apply but none ap¬ 
pointed. 

“Policing is one of the 
most socially mobile profes¬ 
sions. Being talented does 
not mean went to the right 
school, university, etc.” 

According to the report, 
a consultation on the plans 
began recently with the Na-

tional Police Chiefs Council 
and College of Policing. 

A change in legislation 
could allow those from a va¬ 
riety of professions, includ¬ 
ing the military, teaching 
and medicine, to apply. 

Steve White, chairman of 
the Police Federation, which 
represents rank-and-file of¬ 
ficers, said he was against 
the move as chief consta¬ 
bles required ‘first-hand 
experience of responding 
in an operational capacity 
to incidents they would not 
encounter in any other walk 
of life’. 

The move would be the 
latest reform in policing to 
give outsiders a role in the 
running of forces. 

In 2012, elected police 
and crime commissioners, 
mostly with political back¬ 
grounds, were introduced 
to work alongside chief con¬ 
stables.

No, I'm far too

he’s the first lady of the 
Black Country. Doreen 
Tipton, the region’s pre¬ 
eminent Lazy Cow, is 
a crisp-eating, award¬ 
winning, panto-dazzling, 
loff-a-minute who’ll be on the road 
in Wolverhampton, Walsall, Telford, 
Stafford, Brierley Hill and Cannock 
soon. 

Her Grand Night Out is making its final run, her 
autumn show, Rise Of The Yam-Yam, is selling quicker 
than scratchings at a Dudley pub and she’ll be back in 
panto at Wolverhampton’s Grand Theatre. 

Happily, we tracked her down to Tipton - where else - 
to find out more about her remarkable year. This is how 
things went. . . 

Doreen, first of all, congratulations on receiving 
two prestigious awards in the space of a week - Best 
Newcomer in the Great British Panto Awards in London, 
and then What’s On readers voted you Midlands 
Entertainment Personality of the Year. How does it feel to 
be a winner? 

“The panto award was a lovely surprise, and I got to 
meet Christopher Big Ones (Christopher Biggins), who 
is world-famous in tights. I couldn’t remember anything 
that had happened the previous two months during the 
show, but I must have done something right. 

“And the second award from What’s On was even 
more incredible, because of who I was up against. It’s 
an honour to be thought of in the same breath as the 
other four finalists. Julie Walters is a personal favourite 
of mine because I’m a big fan of the Harry Potplant 
films, Bev Knight is a musical legend, and the bloke 
from Citizen Khan is apparently on the telly in a BBC 
comedy that they’re really proud of, so I’m assuming he 
must be funny. I hadn’t heard of Sir Lenny Henry, but 
he’s obviously one to watch for the future. So yes, I feel 
blessed to have beaten them hands-down. But the losers 
have nothing to be ashamed of. They’ve done well to get 
this far.” 

What celebrations did you enjoy following the 
announcements? A packet of cheese and onion and half 
a Batham’s, or something more exotic: a Desperate Dan 
pie and a pint of Lumphommer? 

“Actually, I never drink on duty. Thankfully I’m never on 
duty, so it worked out well.” 

What are you working on at the moment? 

“Working is probably too strong a word, but I have got 
several projects on the go. I’m currently in the middle of 
doing a short Spring tour with some final Grand Night 
Out shows for them that missed it first time around. Then 
I’m having a lie-down. We’ll then be touring with a brand 
new show for autumn: Doreen: Rise of the Yam-Yam 
which is going to be epic. And along the way I’m filming 
a new DVD documentary called Doreen’s Black Country 
where I tour around the area and meet some wonderful 
characters. I’m hoping it will be a funny and very 
affectionate account of our native land.” 

When you were growing up in Tipton, did you for a 
moment imagine you’d become an iconic local hero? 

Is there a sense of destiny about the rise and rise of the 
Yam-Yam? 

“I’m not sure what iconic means, but if it means 
something nice, then yes. For too long the Black Country 
has lived in the shadow of neighbouring Brum, which 
itself has lived in the shadow of London. Nobody was 
taking us seriously. I hope that, through my comedy, I can 
finally get people to stop laughing at us.” 

From here, we imagine a move into politics. Will you 
be standing for the local council, as an MP, or seeking 
election as the President of another country? 

“I was recently offered a job as 
President Trumpet’s hod carrier, but 
at my age I thought better of 
it. Actually I have considered 4 
forming the Yam-Yam Party, 
and putting some common- 
sense policies in place, such as 
making people who break the law pay for 
their prison food and accommodation.” 

And what if they can’t afford it? 

“If they can’t afford it, they can sell their house, 
like old folk have to in order to afford their care

home. What’s the difference? Except one’s a criminal 
and the other isn’t. I’m seriously considering becoming a 
tax-payer, so I can complain about how the Government 
spends my money. Perhaps if I do go into politics I’ll start 
small. Isn’t the West Midlands after a new Mayor?” 

Do you fancy the job? 

“Oh ... is it a job? No then.” 

The vast riches that your success will have brought 
will have to be invested wisely, we imagine. Will you be 
buying property in Tipton, like The Wreck? Or will you 
invest in ‘osses? 

“So far I’ve invested everything into scratchcards, 
which offer the biggest return on your outlay. I think 
the scratchcard idea should be rolled out to welfare 
generally. For example, instead of the Government paying 
you housing benefit directly, which is boring, you could 
have a month’s rent as one of the scratchcard prizes, or 
some child benefit, or a week’s free jobseekers, and then 
have lots of smaller prizes of things like multi-packs of 
crisps, or Pringles, and lucky bags for the kids. It would 
also be a great way for Government to control welfare 
spending, so that none of it is wasted on gambling.” 

With such a busy schedule, we imagine the only way 
you keep in touch with current affairs is by reading your 
favourite newspaper: the Star. Why

Kasabian are back with an explosive new 
album brimming with confidence, swagger 
and huge tunes. 

And despite their stadium rockers status, Leicester’s 
finest will be packing out the more intimate 02 
Academy on Thursday (13) as part of their low-key, 
ease-back-in April tour. 

Their sixth album, For Crying Out Loud, is released 
on April 28. Written and produced by Kasabian wizard 
Serge Pizzorno, and recorded at the ‘Sergery’, his 
home city studio, the album features 12 tracks that 
encapsulate everything that makes Kasabian one of 
this country’s top bands. 

First single You’re In Love With A Psycho is a big 
pop song with an irrepressible hook. Other highlights 
include the soon-to-be-summer-anthem Bless This 
Acid House, the contagious Good Fight and the rock 


steady angst of III Ray (the King)’. Lead singer Tom 
Meighan has never sounded so good, wrapping 
himself around the addictive hooks. 

“I decided to give myself six weeks to write an album 
like they used to do back in the day and that became 
really inspiring” Serge recalls.

Returning series sees Peter 
back in the driving seat 


ometimes the best ideas are 
simple ones. 

That’s certainly the case for 
sitcoms anyway. Some of the greats 
have had a very straightforward 
premise. Steptoe and Son was set 
mainly in a scrapyard, Basil and 
Sybil never set foot outside the 
grounds of Fawlty Towers and 
Father Ted was confined (mostly) to 
Craggy Island. 

Peter Kay’s Car Share follows in 
their footsteps by keeping the 
‘action’ contained inside the car of 
assistant supermarket manager 
John Redmond’s red Fiat500L. 

However, it didn’t take its 
inspiration from any of the 
aforementioned programmes, but 
rather Roger & Val Have Just Got In, 
an underrated gem of a bittersweet 
comedy which aired for two series 
between 2010 and 2012. Alfred 
Molina and Dawn French played the 
central characters whose lives were 
unravelled during the half-hour 
following their return home from 
work. 

Co-writers Tim Reid and Paul 


Coleman also drew from the Bafta- 
winning sitcom The Smoking Room, 
which was cancelled after its 
premise - discussions between co¬ 
workers using an area set aside by 
their company for nicotine addicts - 
was made redundant by the 2007 
smoking ban. 

Although Car Share’s most 
famous participant is Peter Kay, it 
really doesn’t belong to him. As 
mentioned above, it was Reid and 
Coleman’s idea, although Kay and 
co-star Sian Gibson contribute to 
the scripts, and it would, admittedly, 
be difficult to imagine the series 
without them. 

Gibson was largely unknown 
before the series aired. She first met 
Kay when they studied together at 
Salford University; he later cast her 
in Comedy Lab, That Peter Kay 
Thing, Phoenix Nights and Britain’s 
Got the Pop Factor... It was she 
who brought the initial scripts to 
Kay, but hadn’t expected to appear 
in it until he asked her to get 
involved - in fact, she hadn’t 
auditioned for any acting roles for a 
year, and was working in a call 


centre instead. 

If anything, Gibson is the real star 
of the show. It’s turned her into a 
star, offering her a chance to 
demonstrate her not inconsiderable 
comedic talents - it can only be a 
matter of time before she has her 
own vehicle (pardon the pun). 

She’s certainly thrilled to be back 
in the passenger seat: “I’m really 
excited that Car Share is coming 
back. We had so much fun making 
the first series and I can’t wait to be 
Kayleigh Kitson again.” 

Kayleigh is, of course, a 
promotions rep at the store where 
John works, and they were thrown 
together by a scheme encouraging 
car sharing between co-workers. 

Although Kay is used to success, 
even he was surprised by how well 
the show was received: “The 
success of the first series has been 
completely overwhelming,” he says. 

The end of the previous run saw 
the duo grow ever-closer, and there 
was a hint of romance in the air. Will 
they be an item when we meet up 
with them again?

TENERIFE’S sleepy landscape is changing. 

If you head to the island, you may need 
to pack your party heels to investigate the 
island’s cool new vibe.. . 

Eyeing up Elton John’s multi-coloured feathery 
showman costume and a skimpy gold Britney Spears 
number, I wonder if I’ve underdressed for dinner. 

These 100-plus pieces of memorabilia are all part 
of the furniture at Hard Rock Hotel Tenerife, where 
music legends are brought to life at every turn. 

Tracy Chapman lyrics line the wall, countless iconic 
instruments dangle from ceilings, and even the 
disabled toilet sign has been tweaked to carry a guitar 
and ‘rock on’ hand symbol. 

HRH Tenerife opened on the sunny southern coast 
near Adeje late last year, and true to its name, it’s 
rocking the sleepy side of Tenerife as we know it. Think 
live gigs and DJ sessions with a set list to rival Ibiza, 
played out on a 5,000-capacity stage boasting a view 
of the Atlantic. 

Music makers can upgrade their DIY jam sessions 
in the Rock Royalty penthouse suites, or dial in room 
service for a pop-up studio Fender electric guitar and 
amp (headphones provided so you don’t wake the 
neighbours). 

OBSESSED 

Popstar Shakira’s T-shirt is displayed right outside 
my hotel room and I become obsessed with a Beatles 
photography exhibit - a collection of 11 super-cool 
vacation snaps from 1963 taken in Tenerife before the 
band rocketed to fame. A month later, Please Please Me 
went to number one for 30 weeks. 

We experience the hotel’s first ever monthly Children 
Of The 80s open-air night where we dance (jacket-free 
in December) to live performances of Black Box’s Ride 


on Time and C+C Music Factory’s Gonna Make You 
Sweat in a sea of neon leotards and OTT Eighties wigs. 

It doesn’t feel anything like the Tenerife my mum told me 
about. . . 

Tenerife’s southern coast revamp has seen a boost to 
its nightlife in recent years, with hotspots like the lively 
Monkey Beach Club and the chic Papagayo Beach Club, 
both at Troya Beach where you can watch the Canarian 
sunset with cocktails - and then party on after-dark. 

But it isn’t all dancing ‘til the small hours in Tenerife. 
On our visit, we blow away the morning-after hangover 


blues with a visit to the breathtaking Teide National 
Park, where we explore the stark volcanic landscape 
that attracts five million visitors per year. So good in fact, 
it’s been the backdrop for films like Clash of the Titans 
and Fast & Furious 6. 

My head for heights is challenged when we climb 
3,718 metres above sea level in a cable car practically 
to the summit of Mount Teide, Spain’s highest peak, 
where Tenerife’s temperatures suddenly drop, along 
with the air pressure. The trade-off is the breathtaking, 
Instagram-worthy views. The scene back at HRH 


Tenerife isn’t all monochrome mosaic pools with 
underwater music (though that is pretty epic). Beach 
fans will find both volcanic black sand and soft white 
sand in the secluded surrounding bays, if you ever want 
a break from the hotel’s playlist. 

Tenerife’s newest uber-hotel (two tower blocks bathed 
in flickering lights at night) is different to its global 
sister hotels, insists Matt Watts, director of music and 
marketing for Hard Rock International: “It’s not ‘in your 
face’ like our Vegas hotel. The vibe is more feel-good 
and subdued.” LISA HAYNES

Forge Mill Needle 


Forge Mill Needle Museum 
in Redditch tells the 
fascinating story of how 
the humble needle was 
made and visitors are able 
to experience the largely 
unchanged atmosphere 
of a Victorian scouring 
mill with machinery and 
water wheel operational 
on Tuesday afternoons and 
weekends. 

A short walk from the mill are the 
medieval ruins of Bordesley Abbey 
and many of the archaeological finds 
can be seen in the Visitor Centre 
located in the museum grounds. The 
picturesque grounds also include a 
gift shop, extensive children’s play 
area and sand pit as well as access to 
historic meadows for walks. 

The site runs an exciting events and 
temporary exhibitions programme and 
this Easter’s exhibition is ‘Retro Kids 
Cartoons: 1980s.’ The museum has
